REPORT 


POPULATION. 

In  Table  I.  the  populations  of  the  different  districts  at  the  Census  enumerations  of  1881 
and  1891,  are  given,  together  with  the  estimated  populations  in  1894,  from  which  it  will  be  seen 
that  the  districts  most  rapidly  increasing  are  those  of  Ecclesall,  Brightside,  and  Nether  Hallam, 
a  fact  which  must  be  self-evident  to  those  acquainted  with  the  town,  from  the  active  building 
operations  in  progress  at  Heeley,  Pitsmoor,  and  Walkley. 

The  estimated  population  of  the  City  for  the  year  1894  was  338,316,  or  an  increase  of 
4,394  persons  on  the  population  of  the  previous  year.

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It  may  be  a  matter  of  wonder  to  some  where  the  people  come  from  to  inhabit  the  large 
number  of  houses  annually  constructed  in  the, outlying  portions  of  the  town.  To  some  extent, 
no  doubt,  they  are  necessary  for  the  increasing  population,  but  the  majority  are,  I  hope,  and 
believe,  occupied  by  persons  who  formerly  lived  in  the  centre  of  the  town,  but  who  are  beginning 
to  appreciate  the  advantages  to  be  derived  from  the  purer  atmosphere  and  more  cheerful 
surroundings,  in  addition  to  the  infinitely  better  sanitary  arrangements  to  be  found  in  houses 
built  in  accordance  with  our  present  building  Bye-laws. 

The  immense  advantages  to  health  of  such  dwellings,  which  can  be  obtained  at  rentals 
little,  if  at  all,  above  those  of  houses  of  a  similar  size  near  the  centre  of  the  town,  cannot  be  over¬ 
estimated,  and  the  one  drawback  appears  to  be  the  difficulty  of  easy  and  cheap  transit. 

This,  to  the  working  man  who  has  to  be  at  his  work  early,  and  in  all  weathers,  is  a  real 
difficulty  and  disadvantage,  and  until  greater  facilities  of  transport  are  offered,  I  fear  that  the 
question  of  convenience  will  outweigh  all  other  considerations. 

In  Table  II.  the  area  of  each  district,  with  the  population  and  number  of  persons  to  the 
acre,  are  given,  and  I  must  repeat  what  has  been  before  stated,  viz.  :  that  the  number  of  persons 
to  the  acre  cannot  be  taken  as  representing  the  actual  density  of  population  in  each  district, 
since  a  considerable  portion  of  some  districts  is  practically  rural,  the  bulk  of  the  population  being 
confined  to  comparatively  small  areas. 


MARRIAGES. 

During  the  year,  3,215  marriages  took  place,  or  6,430  persons,  or  19  in  every  1,000 
inhabitants  were  married.  If  we  take  only  persons  between  the  ages  of  15  and  60,  then  we  find 
that  1  out  of  every  31  got  married.  This  is  a  slightly  higher  rate  than  last  year,  when  1  out  of 
every  35  was  married,  and  may  perhaps  be  accounted  for  by  more  favourable  conditions  of  trade. 


BIRTHS. 

The  birth-rate  during  the  year  was  33’3  compared  with  34-7  in  1893,  and  35-2  the  year 

before. 

The  birth-rate  of  the  thirty-three  large  towns  in  England  and  Wales  was  30-7,  and 
ranged  from  35’4  in  Liverpool,  down  to  the  low  rate  of  20-2  in  Hull  and  Huddersfield.  Sheffield 
has  the  eighth  highest  birth-rate  amongst  the  large  towns.

DEATHS. 

6,028  deaths,  of  which  3,173  occurred  in  males  and  2,855  in  females,  were  recorded  in 
the  City  during  the  year,  equal  to  a  death-rate  of  17‘8  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population. 
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The  death-rate  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  was  19'2,  in  the  second  and  third  16-3  and  17’6 
respectively,  while  in  the  fourth  quarter  it  was  17'9.

From  a  comparison  of  the  statistics  in  Table  IV.  it  will  be  seen  that  not  only  are  the 
number  of  deaths,  irrespective  of  population,  less  than  in  any  year  since  1861,  but  the  death- 
rate  per  1,000  is  lower  than  any  of  which  we  have  a  record. 

Never  before  has  it  been  below  20  per  1,000,  and  thus  the  great  decline  to  17‘8  is  all  the 
more  striking.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  favourable  climatic  conditions  are  largely 
accountable  for  the  low  death-rate  and  owing  to  the  same  conditions  having  been  general 
throughout  the  country,  a  similar  result  may  be  noted  in  connection  with  most  of  the  large 
towns.  Thus  in  Table  V.  where  the  “  corrected”  death-rates  are  given  it  is  seen  that  Sheffield 
notwithstanding  its  low  death-rate,  did  not  materially  improve  its  position  amongst  other  large 
towns.  The  causes  of  death  which  shew  the  greatest  decrease  compared  with  the  previous 
year,  and  hence  chiefly  account  for  the  low  death-rate  in  1894  are  Diarrhoea  and  Diseases  of 
the  Respiratory  and  Nervous  systems.  These  three  causes  of  death  alone  making  a  difference 
of  no  fewer  than  1,034  deaths  as  compared  with  1893. 

The  death-rate  for  the  33  large  towns  of  England  during  1894  was  18T,  the  average  of 
the  previous  10  years  being  21'3.  The  lowest  death-rates  were  recorded  in  Croydon  13'2, 
Leicester  14'7,  Derby  15’0,  and  Portsmouth  15-2 ;  while  the  highest  were  those  of  Liverpool 
23-8  and  Salford  21'0. 

The  average  death-rate  of  Sheffield  during  the  10  years  1884-1893  was  22T.

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In  Tables  VI.  and  VII.  are  shewn  the  number  of  deaths  at  different  ages  and  from 
various  causes  in  each  of  the  nine  registration  districts,  and  the  death-rates  per  1,000  of  the 
population. 

The  highest  death-rate  occurs  in  Sheffield  North,  viz.,  24-5,  as  compared  with  30‘6  in 
1893,  while  the  lowest  district  death-rates  are  those  of  Nether  Hallam  15-7,  and  Ecclesall 
15’2.  All  the  districts  show  a  marked  decrease  as  compared  with  the  previous  year,  more 
especially  in  the  number  of  deaths  under  one  year  of  age. 


INFANTILE  DEATHS. 

Of  the  total  6,028  deaths,  2,776  occurred  in  children  under  five  years  of  age,  or  46  per 
cent.,  and  of  these  again,  1,772  had  not  reached  the  age  of  one  year.  If  we  analyse  these  latter 
as  to  their  causes,  we  see  in  Table  VIII.  that  no  fewer  than  103  died  from  whooping  cough,  151 
from  diarrhoea,  and  318  and  394  respectively  from  diseases  of  the  nervous  system,  and  of  the 
respiratory  system.

157  infants  under  1  year  of  age  died  last  year  to  everj  1,000  births ;  but  if  we  differ¬ 
entiate  the  legitimate  and  illegitimate  births,  it  will  be  found  that,  while  152  legitimate  children 
die  per  1,000  births,  259  illegitimate  infants  succumb. 

The  reason  of  this  much  higher  mortality  is  not  far  to  seek,  the  mother  unmarried, 
without  a  house  of  her  own,  and  having  to  work  for  her  living,  soon  gives  up  nursing  the  child, 
which  is  then  left  to  be  looked  after  by  some  other  younger  member  of  her  parents  family, 
while  its  food  consists  of  whatever  happens  to  be  going,  to  use  the  common  expression,  Avhich 
usually  means  weak  tea  and  bread.  There  is  little  wonder  that  such  unfortunate  children 
exhibit  a  high  rate  of  mortality,  and  in  Table  IX.  we  see  from  the  causes  of  death  how  many 
succumb  to  ill  defined  and,  in  all  probability,  preventible  ailments  arising  from  exposure  and 
unsuitable  nourishment.

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CHIEF  CAUSES  OF  DEATH. 

The  chief  causes  of  death  are  tabulated  in  Table  VHI.  and  again  in  a  more  extended 
form  in  Table  XI. 


ZYMOTIC  DISEASES. 

The  total  number  of  zymotic  deaths  during  the  year,  including  diarrhoea,  was  792,  equal 
to  a  death-rate  of  2'33  per  1,000.  This  is  very  much  lower  than  the  same  rate  in  1893,  which 
was  3'62,  and  compares  favourably  with  the  average  rate  of  the  large  towns  last  year,  viz.  : 
2‘44.  The  average  zymotic  death-rate  of  Sheffield  during  the  ten  years  1884 — 1893,  was 
3-42 

The  cause  of  the  decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  zymotic  diseases  is  the  diminution 
in  the  deaths  from  diarrhoea. 

Notwithstanding  the  great  heat  and  dryness  of  last  summer,  and  the  consequent  deficient 
flushing  of  the  sewers  and  drains,  the  amount  of  diarrhoea  was  small,  and  certainly  much  less 
than  one  would  have  expected  from  the  sanitary  conditions  existing  in  the  poorer  quarters  of  the 
town  during  the  warm  weather.

SMALL-POX 

Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  Small-pox  was  prevalent  in  several  districts  around 
Sheffield  during  the  greater  part  of  the  year,  only  eight  cases  occurred  in  the  City.  Five 
families  were  affected,  and  in  all  the  source  of  infection  was  traced  to  direct  communication 
with  an  infected  locality. 

In  all  instances  strict  precautions  were  adopted  to  prevent  further  spread  of  the  disease, 
the  families  being  removed  into  quarantine  and  the  houses  carefully  disinfected  and  cleansed. 
One  death  resulted,  and  this  was  in  a  child  four  years  of  age,  on  whom  no  marks  of 
vaccination  could  be  detected,  although  the  mother  alleged  that  the  operation  had  been  carried 

out. 

In  this  case  the  infection  resulted  from  a  washerwoman  whose  husband  was  ill  with  the 
disease  at  Whittington,  near  Chesterfield,  who  continued  during  his  illness  to  come  to 
Sheffield  and  wash  for  the  child’s  parents. 
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SCARLET  FEVER. 

There  was  a  great  reduction  last  year  both  in  the  number  of  cases  and  in  the  deaths 
from  scarlet  fever,  as  compared  with  any  previous  year  since  notification  of  infectious  diseases 
was  introduced.  As  will  be  seen  from  Table  XIII.  the  number  of  cases  reported  last  year  was 
only  832,  whereas  the  yearly  average  during  the  five  years  since  1890  is  no  less  than  1,523. 

The  number  of  deaths  was  40,  as  compared  with  89  in  1893,  and  while  the  death-rate 
from  Scarlet  Fever  in  Sheffield  during  the  10  years  1884-1894  was  '58  per  1,000  of  the  popu¬ 
lation,  last  year  it  was  only  T2. 

DIPHTHERIA  AND  MEMBRANOUS  CROUP. 

95  cases  of  Diphtheria  and  54  cases  of  Membranous  Croup  were  notified  during  the  year, 
causing  31  and  37  deaths  respectively. 

This  is  a  smaller  number  of  cases  than  in  any  of  the  previous  four  years,  and  consider¬ 
ably  below  the  average  of  the  five  notification  years  1890-1894,  which  was  217. 

At  one  time  I  was  inclined  to  doubt  the  probability  of  some  of  the  cases  notified  as 
Diphtheria  really  being  so,  owing  to  the  fact  that  on  the  Inspector  visiting  the  infected  house 
on  reception  of  the  notification  he  was  not  infrequently  met  by  the  patient,  who  had  never  been 
confined  to  bed,  and  was  apparently  quite  recovered. 

During  the  past  year,  however,  fewer  such  cases  have  come  under  my  notice,  and 
judging  from  the  proportion  of  deaths  to  cases,  it  cannot  be  doubted  that  in  all  probability  all 
the  cases  have  been  true  Diphtheria. 


ENTERIC  FEVER. 

347  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  were  notified  during  the  year,  causing  62  deaths.  Of  these 
32  occurred  in  males  and  30  in  females.  The  disease  was  most  prevalent  in  August  and 
September,  and  chiefly  in  the  districts  of  Brightside  and  Sheffield  North. 

•  PHTHISIS. 

502  deaths  were  registered  from  this  cause,  and  of  these  no  fewer  than  322  were  males,  while 
only  180  were  females.  It  seems  difficult  to  account  for  such  a  great  difference  in  the  mortality 
between  the  two  sexes,  except  on  the  ground  that  trade  influences  have  produced  a  deleterious 
effect  in  the  case  of  the  male  and  rendered  him  more  susceptible  to  the  disease. 

The  Health  Committee  have  decided  to  issue  a  handbill  setting  forth  the  precautions 
which  should  be  used  by  consumptives  in  order  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infection.  It  is  a 
question  whether  any  benefit  results  from  the  issue  of  such  handbills  to  the  general  public,  but 
at  present  I  think  that  neither  the  medical  profession  nor  the  public  are  prepared  for  the 
adoption  of  any  more  practical  precautionary  measures  by  the  Sanitary  Authority,  even  if  the 
legislature  provides  the  necessary  powers. 

In  all  cases  of  death  or  illness  the  Health  Department  are  prepared  to  carry  out  dis¬ 
infection  of  the  dwellings  and  clothes,  free  of  charge,  and  I  hope  that  this  will  be  taken 
advantage  of  more  and  more  every  year,  and  at  any  rate  help  towards  a  diminution  of  the 
disease. 


PLUMBISM. 

Nine  deaths  were  registered  as  due  to  lead  poisoning  during  the  year,  and  the  following 
table  gives  the  sex,  age,  and  occupation  in  each  case.  It  is  satisfactory  to  find  that  in  no 
instance  could  the  origin  of  the  disease  be  traced  to  the  water  supply,  and  so  far  as  my 
experience  goes  there  has  been  no  authenticated  case  of  lead  poisoning  due  to  this  cause  during 
the  last  four  years. 

The  system  of  treatment  of  the  High  Level  water  supply  by  means  of  chalk  appears  to 
be  eminently  successful,  and  although  by  the  direction  of  the  Health  Committee  samples  of 
household  water  are  regularly  taken  with  a  view  to  the  discovery  of  lead,  it  is  only  in  very  few 
instances  that  any  trace  can  be  found. 
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There  can,  however,  be  no  question  of  the  great  frequency  with  which  lead  poisoning  is 
found  amongst  file  cutters,  and  the  number  of  deaths  ascribed  to  the  disease  in  no  way  forms 
an  index  to  the  actual  number  of  cases.  It  is  surprising  to  find,  on  personal  investigation, 
how  many  workers  at  the  trade  have  suffered  or  are  actually  affected  with  the  disease,  and 
there  can  be  little  question  that  lead  poisoning  has  a  much  greater  influence  on  the  general 
mortality  of  the  class  than  the  statistics  indicate.

DISEASES  OF  THE  NERVOUS  SYSTEM. 

Diseases  af  the  nervous  system  caused  770  deaths  as  compared  with  950  in  the  previous 
year.  The  decrease  is  accounted  for  largely  by  a  diminution  in  the  number  of  deaths  from 
apoplexy  and  convulsions. 


DISEASES  OF  THE  CIRCULATORY  SYSTEM. 

Exactly  the  same  number  of  deaths  were  due  to  this  cause  as  in  1893,  viz.  :  410,  and 
the  same  correspondence  is  found  in  the  number  of  deaths  in  the  chief  sub-division  of  this 
system — valvular  disease  of  the  heart — which  accounts  for  348  deaths  as  against  349  in  1893. 


DISEASES  OF  THE  RESPIRATORY  SYSTEM. 

A  diminution  in  the  number  of  deaths  last  year  from  diseases  in  the  respiratory  system 
was  to  be  expected  from  the  general  mildness  of  the  weather,  and  both  in  deaths  from 
Pneumonia  and  Bronchitis  a  very  considerable  decrease  compared  with  previous  years  is  to  be 
noted.

The  number  of  notifications  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  received  last  year  was  very 
considerably  less  than  it  has  ever  been  since  the  Act  came  into  force. 

This  is  accounted  for  by  the  decrease  in  the  notifications  of  scarlet  fever  chiefly,  for 
whereas  the  yearly  average  number  of  cases  reported  of  this  disease  is  1,523,  only  832  were 
notified  last  year. 

From  a  consideration  of  Table  XIII.,  which  shews  the  monthly  incidence  of  the  disease, 
it  will  be  seen  that  we  suffered  from  no  sudden  epidemic  outbreaks  of  any  of  the  zymotic 
diseases,  and  the  above  cases  must  be  regarded  as,  more  or  less,  the  necessary  attributes  of  the 
aggregation  of  a  large  number  of  persons  in  a  city  such  as  Sheffield.

ADMISSIONS  TO  HOSPITAL. 

It  is  very  satisfactory  to  be  able  to  report  still  further  progress  in  the  work  of  the  City 
Hospitals  in  treating  cases  of  infectious  disease.  This  progress  has  been  marked  every  year 
since  notification  of  infectious  diseases  was  made  compulsory,  and  the  benefits  which  the 
hospitals  confer  on  the  public,  and  especially  on  those  living  in  small  houses  in  the  poorer 
districts  of  the  town,  are  inestimable. 

For  the  first  time  since  the  hospital  was  opened,  we  have  succeeded  in  getting  over  50 
per  cent,  of  the  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  removed  from  their  homes  and  isolated  in  hospital, 
while  nearly  double  the  number  of  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  ever  admitted  before  in  any  year  have 
been  isolated.  The  beneficial  results  of  such  isolation  are  very  great,  both  to  the  patients 
themselves,  and  in  preventing  the  spread  of  disease  ;  and  I  do  not  doubt  that  as  the  hospital  is 
still  further  taken  advantage  of,  its  great  influence  in  limiting  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease  will 
be  distinctly  traceable  in  our  statistics.

It  will  be  noticed  that  a  comparatively  large  number  of  patients  were  sent  into  hospital 
supposed  to  be  suffering  from  infectious  complaints,  but  which  on  further  examination  and 
careful  observation  were  found  to  be  non-infectious.  This  appears  to  me  to  be  one  of  the  most 
gratifying  features  in  the  work  of  the  hospital,  as  it  demonstrates  not  only  a  willingness  on  the 
part  of  patients  to  undergo  isolation,  but  also  a  desire  on  the  part  of  the  medical  man  in 
attendance  to  secure  early  removal  of  the  patients,  a  fact  of  great  importance  in  preventing  the 
disease  from  spreading  to  other  members  of  the  household.  It  is  easy  to  come  to  a  correct 
diagnosis  if  the  case  is  kept  long  enough  under  observation,  but  by  that  time  much  mischief 
may  have  been  done  and  several  others  have  caught  the  disease.  It  is  infinitely  better  that  all 
doubtful  and  difficult  cases  should  be  removed  to  hospital,  where  with  perfect  safety  they  can 
be  isolated  in  a  separate  room,  and  the  progress  of  the  disease  observed  until  a  definite  diagnosis 
is  formed.  Much  disease  and  many  fatal  cases  are  the  result  of  delay  and  an  unfortunate 
failure  to  adopt  this  wise  precaution. 

NUISANCES. 

The  number  of  inspections  made  by  the  district  Inspectors  of  Nuisances  during  the  year 
was  33,158,  and  from  the  Table  it  is  seen  that  these  inspections  include  examinations  for 
nuisances,  enquiries  as  to  cases  of  infectious  disease,  inspections  of  Bakehouses,  Workshops, 
and  Premises  where  offensive  trades  are  conducted. 

While  the  total  number  of  inspections  is  highly  satisfactory,  the  amount  of  work 
accomplished  in  the  supervision  of  workshops  cannot  be  so  regarded.  As  pointed  out  in  pre¬ 
vious  reports  the  duty  of  inspecting  and  supervising  the  sanitary  condition  of  workshops  has 
been  laid  upon  the  Sanitary  Authority,  and  in  a  City  like  Sheffield  it  is'  impossible  for  this  duty 
to  be  efficiently  performed  except  by  an  inspector  who  is  able  to  devote  his  whole  time  to  it  and 
carry  out  the  work  in  a  systematic  manner.

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It  will  be  noticed  in  the  Table  that  the  number  of  premises  disinfected,  where  cases  of 
infectious  disease  had  occurrred,  is  small  as  compared  with  the  total  number  of  infected 
dwellings,  and  it  is  right  that  I  should  explain  that  this  is  owing  to  the  fact  that  disinfection  is 
not  carried  out  in  the  majority  of  houses  where  cases  of  measles  or  whooping  cough  have 
occurred,  although  all  cases  coming  to  our  knowledge  are  visited,  in  order  that  enquiries  may 
be  made,  and  any  sanitary  defects  of  the  houses  remedied. 

In  all  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  enteric  fever,  small-pox,  diphtheria,  and  membranous 
croup,  the  Inspector  sees  that  the  bedding,  etc.,  is  removed  for  disinfection  by  steam, 
after  which,  the  house  is  stoved  with  sulphur.  I  have  attempted  to  insist  on  this  in  all  cases, 
irrespective  of  the  social  condition  of  the  patient,  as,  I  think,  it  is  only  right  that  the  public 
should  have  some  guarantee  that  the  process  has  been  thoroughly  carried  out,  and  the  only  way 
to  ensure  this  is,  that  the  disinfection  should  be,  in  all  instances,  by  the  Sanitary  Authority. 

Some  persons  object  to  allow  their  bedding,  blankets,  etc.,  to  be  treated  by  the  steam 
disinfector,  on  the  ground  that  the  articles  are  damaged,  and  that  they  can  disinfect  them  as 
well  themselves.  As  regards  the  first  ground,  I  can  only  say  that  for  the  many  thousands  of 
articles  removed  yearly  and  disinfected,  I  have  only  received  complaints  of  accidental  damage 
in  two  or  three  instances,  and  in  regard  to  the  second  ground,  there  can  be  no  question  that 
thorough  disinfection  of  heavy  textile  fabrics  is  only  possible  by  means  of  an  apparatus  such 
as  we  possess,  and  that  the  so-called  disinfection  of  them  at  home,  by  means  of  sulphur 
fumigation,  is  a  mere  delusion. 

It  is  a  matter  of  regret  that  the  question  of  refuse  disposal  has  not  made  more  progress 
during  the  year,  as  there  is  no  factor  so  largely  influencing  the  health  and  general  sanitary 
condition  of  the  city,  as  the  present  method  of  removal  and  treatment  of  refuse  of  all  sorts. 

A  site  for  one  Destructor  has  been  obtained,  and  plans  are  being  prepared  for  its  erection ; 
but  to  deal  properly  with  the  refuse  of  a  large  city,  several  destructors,  situated  in  different 
parts  of  the  town,  are  required,  and  I  cannot  too  strongly  advise  the  Committee  to  cope 
energetically  with  the  question,  and  enable  the  present  system  of  refuse  disposal  to  be  abolished 
as  soon  as  possible. 

There  are  now,  I  believe,  no  towns  of  even  half  the  size  of  Sheffield  without  one  or  more 
destructors,  and  it  certainly  seems  a  reflection  on  our  progress  that  we  should  still  be  in  the 
position  we  are. 

The  conversion  of  privies  into  water  closets  under  Section  21  of  the  Corporation  Act, 
1890,  has  proceeded  slowly  during  the  year,  and  as  many  of  the  worst  cases  have  been  dealt 
with  as  the  means  at  disposal  have  enabled  me  to  overtake. 

At  the  present  rate  of  conversion  it  will  take  rather  more  than  100  years  to  abolish  the 
present  privy-midden  system,  so  that  the  constant  allegation  by  those  opposed  to  water-carriage, 
that  the  Health  Committee  are  proceeding  with  undue  haste  in  this  matter  can  scarcely  be  held 
to  be  justified. 

The  advantages  of  water-carriage,  both  on  sanitary  grounds  and  in  respect  to  decency 
and  to  the  comfort  of  tenants,  can  be  proved  by  any  one  who  will  take  the  trouble  to  inspect 
the  closets  which  have  been  converted  in  the  poorer  quarters  of  the  town,  and  it  can  be  shewn 
that  the  benefits  of  having  a  closet  free  from  the  disgusting  nuisance  associated  with  a  privy- 
midden  is  appreciated  by  tenants,  and  can  be  safely  provided  for  them  without  the  fear  that 
they  will  be  continually  choked  and  misused  as  is  so  frequently  averred. 

The  strongest  argument  against  the  introduction  of  the  water-carriage  system  has  so  far 
been  the  liability  of  the  water  supply  freezing,  but  under  ordinary  conditions  of  frost  it  has  been 
shewn  that  a  trough  closet,  flushed  automatically,  is  less  liable  to  be  affected  by  frost,  even 
when  situated  in  an  outside  yard,  than  the  ordinary  pan  water-closet,  and  that  with  due  pre¬ 
cautions  it  continues  to  act  satisfactorily  under  the  conditions  of  frost  usually  associated  with 
our  winters. 
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In  connection  with  the  subject  of  water-carriage  a  case  of  considerable  interest  was 
decided  last  year  in  your  favour  by  the  Local  Government  Board,  to  whom  the  defendants  appealed. 
A  notice  under  Section  36  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  had  been  served  on  the  owner  of  25 
houses  to  provide  additional  closet  accommodation,  the  existing  accommodation  consisting  of 
only  six  privies.  The  notice  specified  that  six  additional  water-closets  should  be  provided,  and 
the  defendants,  while  admitting  that  the  additional  closets  were  required,  refused  to  provide 
water-closets ;  but  stated  their  willingness  to  construct  another  block  of  privies. 

Looking  to  the  fact  that  the  Corporation  are  endeavouring  to  abolish  privies,  and  are 
paying  one  third  of  the  cost  of  converting  existing  privies  into  water-closets,  it  seemed  to  them, 
both  on  this  ground  and  for  sanitary  reasons,  inadvisable  to  allow  the  erection  of  privies. 

On  appeal  by  the  defendants  to  the  Local  Government  Board,  and  after  an  enquiry 
held  by  the  Government  Inspector,  the  action  of  the  Corporation  in  having  themselves  done  the 
necessary  work  was  upheld,  and  the  defendants  were  ordered  to  pay  the  cost  incurred  in  the 
erection  of  the  closets. 

It  thus  appears  to  have  been  laid  down  by  the  Local  Government  Board,  that  the 
Sanitary  Authority  is  entitled,  when  serving  notice  under  Section  36  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
to  specify  the  kind  of  closet  to  be  provided,  whether  privy,  earth  closet,  or  water-closet — a 
point  of  great  importance  to  all  sanitary  authorities  in  dealing  with  similar  cases  of  deficient 
closet  accommodation. 


SMOKE  ABATEMENT.

The  average  number  of  minutes  of  black  smoke  emitted  in  the  6,686  observations  taken, 
each  of  one  hour’s  duration,  was  2‘8,  which  is  exactly  the  same  as  last  year’s  average. 

When  it  is  considered  that  the  above  observations  include  all  the  chimneys  in  the  city, 
irrespective  of  the  kind  of  trade,  and  that  in  a  large  number  of  instances,  in  addition  to  the 
smoke  from  steam  boiler  furnaces,  the  smoke  of  various  other  kinds  of  furnaces  employed  in  the 
metal  trades  also  enter  the  flues,  the  average  of  2'8  minutes  of  black  smoke  per  hour  is  not 
unsatisfactory. 

As  in  previous  years  I  append  a  tabulated  list  of  the  cases  in  which  legal  notices  for 
abatement  of  the  nuisance  were  served,  with  particulars  as  to  the  number  of  minutes  of  black 
smoke  for  which  each  notice  was  served,  and  as  to  any  appliance  to  aid  combustion  of  smoke  in 
use  at  the  time,  or  adopted  subsequently. 
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Towards  the  close  of  the  year  the  regulations  in  regard  to  the  amount  of  black  smoke 
emitted  from  chimneys  were  rendered  more  rigid,  and  instead  of  allowing  four  minutes  per  hour 
for  three  boilers  or  less,  and  six  minutes  for  four  or  more  boilers,  the  Inspectors  have  now 
instructions  to  report  all  cases  where  the  emoke  emitted  exceeds 

2  minutes  where  one  boiler  is  attached.

This  is  a  more  equitable  arrangement  than  that  previously  enforced,  as  it  entails  greater 
care  on  the  part  of  those  best  able  to  consume  their  smoke,  viz.,  those  having  only  one  or  two 
boilers,  while  it  leaves  the  others  unaffected. 

There  were  nine  prosecutions  during  the  year  for  smoke  nuisance.  In  eight  cases  a 
Magistrate’s  Order  to  abate  the  nuisance  was  made,  with  costs  against  the  defendants,  and  in 
addition  fines  were  imposed  in  three  instances,  one  of  40s.  and  two  of  10s.  each.  The  remaining 
case  was  withdrawn  on  the  defendants  expressing  their  intention  to  provide  an  efficient  smoke 
consuming  appliance.

279  samples  were  taken  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act  by  the  Inspectors,  an 
increase  of  78  over  the  previous  year.  Of  these  181  were  samples  of  milk,  and  I  am  glad  to 
report  that  a  most  satisfactory  improvement  was  noticeable  in  the  quality  of  this  article  in 
respect  to  adulteration,  only  seven  convictions  having  to  be  recorded  in  comparison  with  17  in 
1893.  This  result  is  no  doubt  greatly  due  to  the  vigilance  with  which  the  sale  of  milk  has  been 
supervised,  aud  I  am  convinced  that  only  continual  watchfulness  on  the  part  of  the  milk 
inspector  will  tend  to  secure  to  the  public  an  unadulterated  supply  of  this  most  important 

article  of  food.

The  work  in  this  department  has  proceeded  satisfactorily,  and  a  great  improvement  is 
to  be  found  in  the  cowsheds  throughout  the  district,  owing  to  alterations  which  have  been 
effected  in  them  during  the  last  three  years.

The  inspection  of  these  boats  has  been  constantly  carried  out,  and  the  number  of 
inspections  has  risen  from  949  the  previous  year,  to  1,250.  That  constant  inspection  is 
much  needed  is  borne  out  by  the  Annual  Reports  of  H.M.  Chief  Inspector  under  the  Canal 
Boats  Acts.
